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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added term "contiguous" raises issues of indefiniteness because there are at least two definitions therefor; 
where the first is connecting without a break, uninterrupted,sharing an edge or boundary, in contact, touching; and the second is 
neighboring, adjacent, in close proximity without actually touching, near . Applicant's definition is only apparent from the remarks but not 
from the originally filed disclosure. The specification states that the feeding terminal is connected to the feeding electrode. The record 
points out that an RF coupling is defined as a connection. The specification never mentions the term "contiguous". This added term was 
neither considered nor addressed in the final Office action rejection. Additionally, although applicant intended to overcome the reference 
to Tsubaki (6100849) by excluding a capacitive connection as shown in Figures 2 and 3, Fig. 5 shows a D.C. connection of the feeding 
terminal 41 and feeding electrode 13. Such feeding connections, either direct or RF connection is an obvious consideration . 
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
